it SUMMARY: LETTER FROM DR. JOANA SIMIAO DESCRIBES HER 
MEETING WITH JARDIM, REPORTS PLANS OF GROUP SHE REPRESENTS 
(GPSMP) AND ASKS FOR SUPPORT IN CARRYING OUT CERTAIN OBJECT- 
IVES. END SUMMARY. 

2. LETTER DATED OCTOBER 23 FROM DR. JOANA SIMIAO WAS HAND 
DELIVERED AT CONSULATE GENERAL YESTERDAY. DUPLICATES APPARENTLY 
SENT TO SOME OTHER CONSULAR REPS. LETTER. IN PORTUGUESE, 

CARRIES "TOP SECRET" (SIC) HEADING. FIRST, IT REVIEWS BRIEFLY 
GPSMP PRESIDENT MAXIMO DIAS' CONVERSATION WITH PRIME MINISTER 
CAETANO, FAILURE THUS FAR TO GAIN AUDIENCE WITH GOVERNOR 
GENERAL. THEN LETTER DESCRIBES SIMIAO'S CONVERSATION WITH 
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JORGE JARDIM ON OCTOBER 22, DURING WHICH "ENTIRE POLITICAL 
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PANORAMA OF MOZAMBIQUE" WAS REVIEWED. 

3. ACCORDING TO SIMIAO LETTER, JARDIM SAID HIS OVERT PRESENCE 
IN GPSMP WOULD BE PREJUDICIAL (LETTER NOT CLEAR WHETHER TO 
HIMSELF OR TO GROUP). SIMIAO REPLIED THAT THEY COULD ESTABLISH 
AREAS OF COLLABORATION WITH CLEARLY DEFINED LIMITS, AT WHICH 
JARDIM EXPRESSED CONCURRENCE AND SAID HE WOULD TELL SIMIAO 
ON OCTOBER 25 THE AREA IN WHICH HE WOULD LIKE ZO WORK WITH 
GROUP. 

4. LETTER DESCRIBES PLANS TO ESTABLISH WOMEN'S SECTION OF 

GPSMP AND CONSULT WITH GOVERNMENT OVER WOMEN'S AND CHILDREN'S 
PROBLEMS. IT ALSO MENTIONED VARIOUS TRIBAL CHIEFS AND OTHER 
ELEMENTS WHO SUPPORT GPSMP, AS WELL AS GROUP'S EFFORTS TO 
CONTACT CHURCHES AND OTHER ENTITIES. 

5. LETTER APPEALS TO "FRIENDS" FOR "DEMONSTRATION NOT JUST 

OF SYMPATHY BUT OF SUPPORT" FOR GPSMP'S ATTEMPT TO "UNFREEZE 
A SITUATION IN WHICH ONLY VIOLENCE COUNTS". LETTER ASKS IF 
GPSMP MAY "CONSULT WITH YOUR GOVERNMENTS ON POSSIBILITY 
OF OBTAINING SUPPORT FOR OUR BEING HEARD" (PRESUMABLY BY 
DECOLONIZATION COMMITTEE OF UNITED NATIONS) ..." AS MOZAM- 
BICANS RESPONSIBLE FOR POLITICAL DESTINY OF THEIR COUNTRY". 

LETTER ALSO ASKS FOR CONGEN COLLABORATION IN FINDING OUT 
WHETHER MOZAMBICANS RESIDING IN OUR COUNTRIES WHO WERE 
FORCED BY WAR TO LEAVE MOZAMBIQUE WOULD BE WILLING TO RETURN 
TO MOZAMBIQUE "UNDER SPECIFIED CONDITIONS OF SAFETY". 

6. ON SEPARATE PAGE SIMIAO LISTS FOLLOWING MOZAMBICANS IN 
USA: 

LEO SEMANI, DOCTOR OF MEDICINE FROM MILANGE, ZAMBEZIA 
JULIO RAZAO, JURIST IN CANADA 
LUIS MASCOROA, FROM ZAMBEZIA, ECONOMIST 
ALBERTO CASSIMO, FROM QUELIMANE, AGRONOMIST 
BERNARDO FERRAZ, FROM QUELIMANE, DOCTOR 

7. COMMENT: DR. SIMIAO IS RUSHING AHEAD AT FULL GALLOP AND 
PRESUMABLY HOPES FOR RESPONSE FROM THE CONSULAR REPRESENTA- 
TIVES SHE HAS CONTACTED. HOWEVER, WE PLAN SIT TIGHT FOR TIME 
BEING AND AWAIT FURTHER UNFOLDING OF EVENTS. WILL COMMENT 
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BY SEPARATE MESSAGE ON HER DESIRE HAVE US FIND OUT WHETHER 
MOZAMBICANS CURRENTLY IN U.S. WOULD BE WILLING RETURN HOME.
